Thus, a substantial proportion of the elements and features of Kikinis '596 relied 

upon for the daim rejections in the Office Action are not prior art because of Applicant's 
parent application (now U.S. Patent 6.278.884) that discloses those elements.

the claim rejections in tlie Office Action are unsupported for at least this reason and 
therefore must be withdrawn. 

Further, the Office Action refies on Erkl«ila as a secondary reference in each of the 
claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) but Erkl^ila was filed in the United States on 
October 1 . 1997. which is subsequent to the April 25, 1997 filing date of Applicant's parent 
application that resulted in Applicant's U.S. Patent 6,278,884. Again, as with Kiklnis '596, 
Erkkila Is not prior art as to anything disclosed In Applicant's parent application that resulted 
in Patent No. 6,278,884, Specifically, the Office Action recites the following elements and 
features of Eridcila that are disclosed in Applicant's 6,278,884 patent and therefore not prior

Thus, Erid(ila is not prior art against tile subject application for several of the 
elements and features disclosed and claimed In this application and which are essential to 
applying Erickila as a secondary reference under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). This is a separate and 
additional reason why the claim rejections set forth in the Office Action must be withdrawn. 

It should be noted that although It has not been applied in a daim rejection, the cited 
Farris. et al. (6.167,253) patent was filed December 24, 1997 as a Continuation-in-Part and 
therefore has the. same defects in qualifying as a prior art reference as the Kikinis '596 
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
